b ecause she felt it was not help­ 
ing end the strike b y keeping her 
paper closed down. 
The Post was one of five papers 
that suspended ojierations in New' 
I York City when the printers w ent 
ion strike against the News, Times 
•.lournal-American and World-Tele- 
gram & Sun. 
The New York Herald Trib une 
!distrib uted 500,000 handb ills under 
its m asthead explaining why it 
refu.sed to resum e operations as 
the Post did. 
New.sdealers said the Post was 
grab b ed up "in seconds." 
The pub lishers and the printers 
met for a short tim e in joint ses­ 
sion Monday , and then spi'nt the 
afternoon in separate meetings.

The other day the President sent to the 
Senate for confirmation the promotions of 7.697 
Air Force officers. With minor exceptions, pro­ 
motions are from second to first lieutenant or 
from lieutenant to captain. 
The confirmation of officers in the armed 
forces is traditional, being provided for in the 
Constitution and in the laws establishing the 
armed forces. 
It did have, at one time, the 
logical basis that the armed forces were small 
and that appointments of officers were often 
political or status actions, not professional ap­ 
pointments as they are today. 
With the current need for a large standing 
military force of a major world power, officer 
appointments and 
promotions run into the 
thousands at each .session of Congress. The 
nominations must be printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record, referred to the Armed Services 
Committee, and placed upon the calendar of 
the Senate. 
Obviously, this process — although expen­ 
sive and time consuming—is nothing more than 
a formality. The appointments are based on 
seniority and capacity and made by the pro­ 
fessional military establishment. 
This proce­ 
dure IS not greatly different from the civil 
service system applicable to government em­ 
ployes generally. 
Even if the Senate had the desire to investi­ 
gate the qualifications of all these nominees, 
it would not be able to do so, except in the few 
instances where flag-rank officers are involved. 
Congress should take cognizance of this fact 
and eliminate the procedure entirely for the 
lower officer ranks. 'I'he Constitution gives Con­ 
gress the power to take such action. Congress 
could still maintain its important control over 
the military establishment by retaining the Sen­ 
ate’s power to confirm flag officers.

The other day the President sent to the 
Senate for confirmation the promotions of 7,697 
Air Force officers. With minor exceptions, pro­ 
motions are from second to first lieutenant or 
from lieutenant to captain 
The confirmation of officers in the armed 
forces is traditional, being provided for in the 
Constitution and in the laws establishing the 
armed forces. 
It did have, at one time, the 
logical basis that the armed forces were small 
and that appointments of officers were often 
political or status actions, not professional ap­ 
pointments as they are today 
With the current need for a large standing 
military force of a major world power, officer 
appointments and 
promotions 
run 
into the 
thousands at each session of Congress. 
The 
nominations must be printed in the Congres­ 
sional Record, referred to the Armed Services 
Committee, and placed upon the calendar of 
the Senate. 
Obviously, this process — although expen­ 
sive and time consuming—is nothing more than 
a formality. The appointments are based on 
seniority and capacity and made by the pro­ 
fessional military establishment. 
This proce­ 
dure is not greatly different from the civil 
service system applicable to government em­ 
ployes generally. 
Even if the Senate had the desire to investi­ 
gate the qualifications of all these nominees, 
it would not be able to do so, except in the few 
instances where flag-rank officers are involved. 
Congress should take cognizance of this fact 
and eliminate the procedure entirely for the 
lower officer ranks. The Constitution gives Con­ 
gress the power to take such action. Congress 
could still maintain its important control over 
the military establishment by retaining the Sen­ 
ate’s power to confirm flag officers.

JW e Call It Progress 


We call it progress, but: 
We force ourselves, by inflating our car prices and 
our gasoline (axes, into riding around in small, un­ 
comfortable bugs instead of automobiles with room 
enough to stretch our legs in the back scats. 
W'e build powerful jets capable of breaching the 
sound barrier—and make it impossible to land in air­ 
ports sufficiently close lo cities to make air travel the 
attractive thing it might be. 
We raise postage rates — and start a swing to 
answering our mail with cramped four-cent postcards 
instead of with letters that give thoughts an oppor­ 
tunity to expand. 
We establish all sorts of compulsory social insur­ 
a n c e — and unemployment compensation and make it 
impossible to find a man to mow the lawn or an 
efficient cook who will be willing to ‘‘live in.” 
We exalt the ‘‘white collar” type of job—and force 
grown men and women into doing their own “blue 
collar” work under the heading of "do it yourself.” 
Thus we give up all the advantages won a couple of 
centuries ago by the discovery that civilization grows 
by application of the principle of the division of labor. 


We join unions to improve wage and working 
conditions — and find ourselves involved in costly 
strikes that eat up several years* possible wage 
Increases before we ever get them. 
We vote for the local pork barrel gift from 
Washington, I), ( .—and find ourselves shipping to 
the U. S. Treasury far more in tax money than we 
ever get back in benefits. 


We develop new fertilizers and machinery capable 
of providing ourselves with an abundance of food with 
little outlay of work—and raise the price of food on 
every dinner table by a costly apparatus of price sup­ 
ports that do not help the marginal, or subsistence, 
farm er 
who 
can’t 
afford 
the 
new 
fertilizers 
and 
machinery. 
We establish truly competitive conditions in trans­ 
portation by developing truck fleets and air lines—and 
continue to hobble the railroads by forcing them to 
obey the ill-considered dictates of an Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission that was established in 1887. when 
the railroads were “monopolistic” in areas that lacked 
water-borne alternatives to rail shipping 
We invent devices that would make it possible lo 
get the benefits of ” pay-as-you-see" television—and dis­ 
cover that the FCC. which was originally established 
to parcel out wave lengths to broadcasting companies, 
has taken it upon itself to tell companies how they 
shall or shall not finance the business of providing 
television entertainment. 


We fight a tremendous battle at the Versailles 
Peace Conference of 1919 to force the world to 
respect the principle of "self-determination" of 
peoples, and subsequently we apply the principle in 
Algeria. Togoland. Pakistan and wherever — hut 
when Moise Tshomhe takes our principle seriously 
in Katanga we knock him on the head.

“ Police said if 21-ycar-old David 
Howard Peterson of Minneapolis 
had not been taken into protective 
custody,

have 
erupted in the crowd of 150 that 
gathered shortly after the picket­ 
ing began. 
"Peterson, who admitted being 
a member of the American Nazi 
Party, 
carried 
a 
sign 
saying: 
‘Communism 
is 
Jewish, 
ADD 
'Anti-Defamation L eague1 is Jew 
secret police.’”

GOP APPEAL BY MAIL - T ra­ 
ditionally, the political party out 
of national power has difficulty 
raising funds. This has been true 
of the Republican Party in times 
past, although it is usually identi­ 
fied with the wealthier clements.

handicap, the 
GDP National Committee set out 
last year to try a new fund-raising 
gimmick — direct mail. Some two 
million known Republicans were 
sent letters asking for donations 
of $10. The mailing, at a cost of 
less than 20 cents a letter, brought 
back $700,000, about as much as 
is usually raised at those $100-a- 
plate dinners put on by both politi­ 
cal parties. 
However, with that resounding 
success, the list of those who con­ 
tributed was solicited again, along 
with a request that they make a 
similar request to a friend. Near­ 


ly half of those contacted for the 
second time responded favorably 
and the mailing cost to this second 
group was a mere two cents. 
The GOP headquarters likes the 
money, but it also likes the re­

work for it and help finance it, 
as well as vote for it. 
Political pros have long known 
that a broader base can be con­ 
structed if they can get the aver­ 
age party member to contribute 
financially.

The basic question is whether 
the local police have a right to 
prevent a riot or whether they 
must wait until casualties actually 
occur. The American people have 
always felt that local disturbances 
are for the states and cities to 
handle. 
The only available remedy now 
is the passage by Congress of a 
law taking away from the Supreme 
Court of the United States any 
right to consider cases involving 
a breach of the peace when a 
state supreme court has already 
passed on the 
issues 
involved. 
There is precedent for this type of 
legislation. The Constitution itself 
specifically gives 
Congress 
the 
right to pass a law limiting or re­ 
moving appellate jurisdiction from 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in such cases as the law'- 
makers may deem desirable.

bill approved by its Finance Com­ 
m ittee last Friday. 
The House decided against con !

Sen. Chester R. Hubbard, R- 
Ohio, a cosponsor of the bill, 
argued during the “blue law” de­ 
bate that voluntary compliance 
with Sunday closing laws h a d 
broken down. He said the b i l l 
would clarify the law by spelling 
out m ore exactly what business 
m ay or m ay not be carried on on 
Sundays.

Faced by the lack of the ace 
of diamonds, the king of hearts, 
and the missing king of clubs, 
South could hardly be looked 
upon as a favorite in the race 
for his slam. Yet our own re­ 
action to the bidding is not one 
of severe criticism on behalf 
of North-South. It must be con­ 
ceded that they were the vic­ 
tims of duplication of values. 
Observe that both were short iii 
the same suit, diamonds. If 
North’s singleton happened to 
be clubs instead of diamonds 
the slam would depend on noth­ 
ing more remote than the heart 
finesse. 
West chose to open the four of 
clubs tho our own inclination 
would have been in favor of 
the ace of diamonds. The bid­ 
ding suggests that North has 
a highly distributional holding 
■and the quick cashing of tricks 
may be mandatory. 


East put up the king of clubs 
at trick one, and South topped 
it with the ace. He led the queen 
of hearts next and, when West 
followed with the four, declarer 
went right up with the ace. 
This gave him a chance to 
drop the king—since there were 
only three trumps outstanding 
—or, if that failed to happen, 
he could run the spades and, 
if the hand with the heart king 
also had three spades, declarer 
would be able to Bluff his king 
of diamonds as his opponent 
trumped in. 
The king of hearts withstood 
South’s efforts and, as the 
spades were led, East ruffed 
the third round. However, he 
was now faced with a guess. 
If partner held the ace of dia­ 
monds, a shift to that suit 
would set the declarer. If, on 
the other hand, West had led 
originally from a club holding 
headed by the queen, then the 
setting trick could surely be 
cashed in that suit. East made 
a mental toss of the coin and 
finally led the jack of clubs. 
South had no trouble claiming 
the rest of the tricks. 
Altho East’s quandary w as 
genuine and might merit some 
sympathy for his unfortunate 
guess, he could have avoided 
the dilemma altogether 
by 
making a more thoughtful play 
to the very first trick. When 
West opened a club against the 
slam bid, he could hardly be 
underloading the 
ace. 
East 
could hardly lose by playing 
the jack of clubs instead of the 
king. If the jack forces declar­ 
er’s ace, then East can be cer­ 
tain that West holds the queen. 
If the jack loses to the queen, 
as actually proves to be the 
case, then the diamond shift 
later becomes obvious.
